A WOMAN IN WASHINGTON. 
WIAT SHE SEES, HEARS, AND THINKS. 
Apri, 1866. 


Waar I happen to see this morning is the 
Fall of Representatives. Nothing so splen- 
did could be more unsatisfactory. It isa 
beautiful room, said to resemble the French 
Chamber of Deputies ; but its beauty is that 
of @ first-class hotel or steamboat salon, and 
lacks entirely the severe simplicity and maj- 
esty of the old Hall of Representatives. 

Below is a hall 189 feet long, 93 feet wide, 
96 feet high (statistics all borrowed). Its 

* ceiling is of iron, paneled with glass, and 
heavily gilded. On each panel is painted in 
exquisite colors the arms and mottoes of the 
states and territories, and through this re- 
splendent ceiling the hall receives its sky- 
light. At night hundreds of jets of gas, set 
above these glass panels, fill the chamber 
with light soft as a September day. 

The floor is covered with a velvet carpet 
of delightful green, on which stars of gold 
seem to have fallen. The desks and chairs 
of the members are of oak, the latter heavily 
cushioned, ranged in semi-circles facing the 
Speaker's desk. On each side of the desk 
are full-length portraits of Washington and 
Lafayette, and on one of the south panels is 
& fresco by Brumidi, representing an inter- 
view between Washington and a British of- 
ficer, with the bearer of a flag of truce—a 
scene which occurred at Yorktown just be- 
fore the final surrender of Lord Cornwallis. 

The Speaker’s and Clerk’s desks are ex- 
quisite in proportion, fashioned of pure white 

marble. Above, all around the four sides 
run the spacious galleries. Warm with 
crimson and bright with gold,can you see 
it, the House of Representatives? If you 
only could see it this morning, with your liv- 
ing eyes, what a chaotic task would be 
spared me. For, if anything bewilders and 
takes my wits away, it is the jargon of this 
House. It would be just as easy to describe 
Pand¢monium—supposing P. to have gal- 
jeries, where one could sit and take notes on 
the chaos below. 

From the galleries Congress seems a great 
ungoverned and ungovernable school. Yet 
from this apparently chaotic mass wisdom 
and law often flow. The central figure, the 
one which reduces all this disorder to order, 
is the Speaker. The stroke of his gavel, the 
sound of his voice, will bring silence and at- 
tention, no matter what may be the hubbub. 
And yet, as he sits on his marble throne, 
under his gay canopy of flags, he is by no 
means an imposing looking personage. He 
has not the impressive presence nor the 
magnificent voice of Banks, who once filled 
this chair with so much honor. Hundreds 
of men might be selected from this body who 
would make a more striking appearance sit- 

eg co are onan" Fer teks if there 
is another one who, in temperament, temper, 
and habits of mind, is altogether as well 
suited to be the Speaker of the House. Mr. 
Colfax is peculiarly adapted to his position 
by the keenness of his perception, the quick- 
ness of his thought, the rapidity and clear- 
ness of his utterance, his wonderful tact, 
his infinite patience, and by the ever-radi- 
ating kindness which is the essence of the 
man. With all his popularity, Mr. Colfax is 
by no means over-estimated. The very 
qualities which make him a universal favor- 
ite, alike with the women and men, bring 
him near on such familiar terms that it 
rarely occurs to them that he may be in any 
way superior to themselves. The utter 
come-at-ableness, which invites any man to 
clap him on the shoulder and call him 
“Schuyler,” makes the same man go away 
and say, “ Yes, Schuyler is a good fellow; 
but he isn’t a great man.” Thus, while all 
acknowledge his popularity, half are ready 
to declare that he is over-rated. Thoroughly 
genial and ingenuous, utterly lacking in 

that self-conscious dignity which sheaths a 

man as a defense, only those who hold the 
key to his deeper life forget the superficial, 
and see what is best in his nature. 

They who know him thus, know that in 
his perseverance, patience, gentleness; his 
sincerity and integrity ; his personal purity ; 
his capacity for disinterested, life-long at- 
tachments ; his fidelity to duty; his devo- 
tion to great principles; his wide com- 
prehension of truth; his incorruptible pat- 
riotism—Schuyler Colfax has no superior 
among our public men. His intellect is 
neither siow nor profound; but it is won- 
derfully rapid, clear, and many-sided. If it 


be not deep, it is never narrow. His intui- |’ 


tions are quick asa woman’s. When he 
seizes a question, he gauges it; when he 
measures a principle, it is from hight to 
depth, and on every side. 

Those who were familiar with him when 
he sat in Congress, and have followed him 
in interest to the seat which he now occu- 
Pies, can perceive in him, if not a showy, a 
steadfast growth. It is evident in his 
speeches, in a more affluent diction, a more 
comprehensive range of thought, a steadier 
gtappling and mastery of the subject ; as it 
is also apparent in the increasing thoughtful- 
ness and deeper repose of the man.

These are the men to 
make laws, and we are cursed if we have 
any other. 

Mr. Tilton has told you of the triumph of 
the true last Monday night ; but then he was 
on the floor, and did not see the sight from 
the gallery. Ofcourse, he did not see how 
very radiant and happy he looked himself. 
But, then, everybody looked happy. Even 
Charles Sumner, the grim Greek, hat in 
hand, unbent his brows and condescended 
to look delighted. , Henry Wilson was strid- 
ing abeut in most satisfied fashion. Gov. 
Curtin and Gen. Hancock were talking, 
The members were talking, rattling news- 
papers, and making a commotion generally, 
The women, of course, were talking up in 
the galleries, which were packed, seats, 
aisles, and all. In the meantime, the Demo- 
crats fillibustered,and moved adjournment 
in vain. Everybody knew that the 
vote was coming; the triumph was 
certain. The excitement deepened, the 
noise grew louder, till the Clerk 
commenced to eall the roll. Then deep 
silence fell on the vast assembly, stirred only 
by the voice of thereader.

THE FENIAN MOVEMENT. 
WHAT DOES IT MEAN?

One can hardly look into a daily or week- 
ly paper without seeing some account of the 
sayings and doings of the Fenians. What 
with public meetings, processions, and pa- 
rades, our Celtic citizens are kept in a state 
of constant excitement. The leaders of the 
movement skillfully ride the storm they 
have raised, while many who have regarded 
the whole thing as a short-lived humbug 
are wondering why it does not collapse or 
explode. Ido not claim to be informed 
with regard to the secret plans and opera- 
tions of the order ; but their course 80 clearly 
foreshadows certain events that we can 
hardly go amiss in assuming that they will 
inevitably occur. I venture the assertion: 
1st. That the movement does not mean a 
Sormidable invasion of Canada. 

Iam aware that, at almost every Fenian 
meeting, money and munitions of war are 
called for, with the pledge that they are to 
be used against the British Provinces. Fora 
number of weeks past, intimations have been 
given thata grand movement was to bemade 
on “ St. Patrick’s day in the morning.” But 
that: blessed day, so dear to the hearts of 
Irishmen, is past, and Canada is safe. If all 
is not quiet on the lines, there are such prep- 

arations as will keep the Fenian leaders, and 

the great body of their dupes, at a safe dis- 
tance from the border. An attempted inva- 
sion of Canada would bring down upon the 
Fenians the combined power of Great Bri- 
tain and of the United States. England’s 

conduct for the last four or five years tempts 

us to connive at violations of the law of na- 

tional comity ; but we shall not yield to the 

temptation. If our government desired a 

war with Great Britain, it might encourage 

a Fenian descent upon Canada. But, dread- 

fully as Andrew Johnson has blundered, we 

are not at liberty to suppose that he would 

plunge the nation into the horrors of anoth- 

er war, in order to secure the success of the 

wretched policy he has adopted. » And Con- 

giess certainly has no leanings toward such 

egregious folly. - 
2d. The movement portends no general up- 
rising in Ireland, to be followed by a war for 
Irish independence. ‘ " 

The Fenian leaders are not fools, whatever 
their followers may be. These leaders are 
adepts in the use of words full of sound and 
fury, but they haye no idea of bearding the 
British Lion in his den. 
secure the emancipation of the Emeral 
Nor are they to be reproached for 
John Bull has an ugly way of dealing with 
rebels and fillibusters. His policy is not al- 
ways just or generous; but it is short, sharp, 
and effectual. The Fenians have only to 
show themselves on British soil, and they 
would be overwhelmed and annihilated at 
once. And, however Roberts and O’Ma- 
honey may “ fall out, and chide, and fight ” 
over other matters, we shall, I am sure, be 
spared the anguish of seeing them quarrel 
for the honor of leading the first Fenian 
army against the military power of Great 
Britain. 

8d. The movement does promise to provide 
handsomely for those who manage tt. 

It is pitiful to see to what an extent they 
persuade their ignorant dupes to contribute 
to the Fenian fund. Patrick, who earns his 
scanty wages by ditching or trundling a 
wheelbarrow, is told that he must empty his 
pockets for the sake of the “dear ould 
land,” and Patrick responds with true Irish 
liberality. Bridget gives a third or fourth of 
Lr ten dollars a month in order that Ireland 
may be free, and her people take their turn 
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be held in hand for future employment in 
our own country, It is.by no means im- 
probable that they will hold the balance of 
power at the next presidential election, and 
be able to place one of their own tools in 
the White House on the fourth of March, 
eighteen hundged and sixty-nine. Or,should 
Andrew Johngon, goaded by the evil spirit 
that seems to possess him, make a desperate 
effort to subvert the government, they, with 
the reconstructed rebels, would be just the 
instruments H€ meeds for the accomplish- 
ment of his parposes. 

The Church of Rome aspires to rule in 
the United States. Thoroughly ambitious 
and utterly unprincipled, she is feady to do 
anything, an¢ will resort to any means, so 
she may sectf® tiie’ success of her plans. It 
is net safe for us to be ignorant of her de- 
vices.

WILMINGTON ORPHAN ASYLUM.

No appeal issued from the rooms of the 
American Missionary Association has met 
with so prompt a response as the one for this 
asylum. The appeal appeared March 22d, 
and by April 10th the sum of $1,600 was 
pledged. At this last date a donor, whose 
name we are not at liberty to give, requested 
the privilege of assuming the payment of the 
whole cost of establishing the asylum ! 

The secretaries of the association are grati- 
fied, but not surprised, at this result. For 
where, in the whole range of human destitu- 
tion, is there a class that so urgently appeals 
to our sympathies as the children of these 
colored people, made orphans by the hard- 
ships of war or the ravages of disease? They 
can hope forno aid from the embittered whites 
around them, nor any adequate assistance 


ally lack the necessaries of life for themselves. 
The Government does not reach their wants, 
and our teachers at the South have no room 
in their homes for them. They must die of 


hunger and exposure, or have asylums 


opened for them. 

The correspondence of these rooms during 
the past year has revealed several localities 
where the same demand and the same facili- 
ties are presented, as at Wilmington, for the 
opening of these asylums. We believe there 
are many benevolent persons who will es- 
teem it a privilege to aid still further in such 
works of mercy. To give the opportunity 
to such, we append the folowmg reiiable 
and interesting’ statements from the pen of 
Rey. E. P. Smith, district secretary of this 
Association. : We shall authorize the. begin-

If Dr. Tyng, or Dr. Thompson, 
have anything special to say to the public, 
and need to reaeh a particular class beyond 
the limits of their ordinary ministrations, 
there can certainly be no objections to their 
communicating a knowledge of the fact 
through the public press.

“We 
all,” said a little girl, seven years old, stand- 
ing beside her brother, four years old, who 
was sitting on the ground, holding between 
his feet another brother,ten or twelve months 
old. “And who is we all?’ “ We, and 
brother, and baby.” “Where’s your moth- 
er?” “She’s done and dead.” “And your 
father?” “Dun no.” 

There is no provision by the state for 
these outcasts; and if there were, it would 
probably be such as to bring them the near- 
est possible to the condition of former times, 
when black babies had a market value, 
They cannot now be sent to homes.

They are just bee 
ginning life, with nothing but their hands, 
They have homes te make, children to find 
and supply with books, churches to support, 
and this with the whole frame-work of 
society against them; and yet it is surprising 
to see how dheerfully they take hold of their 
difficulties, and how ready they are to help 
one another to the last dollar. Many an 
orphan child has found shelter and tood, 
where the supply was very scanty for the 
children already in the house. In early 
winter, the small-pox raged-in this city, and 
among the refugee negroes in the contraband 
camp wrought a frightful work of death. 
The mortality was greaily aggravated by the 
want of nurses. The colored citizens of 
Atlanta held a meeting, formed a relief asso- 
ciation, and appointed a committee to raise 
$200 per month, and hire nurses for these 
colored strangers suffering outside the city. 
Isaw the committee as they were coming 
from their meeting, a few days since—a bar- 
ber, a drawman, a day-laborer, and two 
preachers, also day-laborers—I asked if they 
had raised the $200 for March. “We had 
only $160.” What did you do for the 
balance? “We gave our notes for thirty 
days.” And that, remember, from men with 
families whom they were barely supporting 
from day to day. The man who gave me 
this answer could not sell all the clothes ie 
wore, from his hat to his boots, for a doHar 
and a half. Itis for orphans among a people 
so poor and so generous that I lay in my 
plea for $2,000. Shall it be in vain?

Wasuixeton, April 14, 1866. 
To THE Eprror oF THE INDEPENDENT: 

Tue President takes the passage of the 
Civil Rights bill over his veto philosophic- 
ally. Hesaidtosome Western Republicans, 
who called upon him, “It may work better 
in practice than I expected.. It is a law of 
the land, and must be executed. Ifitisa 
bad law, a future Congress will modify or re- 
peal it.” That was sensible talk, and itis a 
great pity that he should ever speak in a dif- 
| ferent temper. 
| Ixhear of twe or three cases of removals of 
' radical Republicans from office; but in every 

case loyal men have been nominated to fill 
their places, the preference being given to 
conservatives. Where soldiers have been 
nominated, the Senate will find it dif- 
| fieult to reject: hut there can be no hesi- 
| tation in all other cases. Any attempt io 
| strike men down for approving the action of 
Congress should be instantly met by the Ser:- 
ate, and with a firm courage.. It should be 
settled that such senators as Lane, of Kan- 
sas, and Dixon, of Connecticut, are not to 
control the President (in the distribution of 
offices in their states), and at the same time 
secure the approval of the Senate for their 
favorites. To permit it would beto hold out 
a premium to treachery. It must not and 
will not be permitted, so far as the action of 
the Senate is concerned. . 

The President, I have said, is apparently in 
good temper, though Congress has not sus- 
tained his veto. I wish as much could te 
said of Mr. Seward. He seems to have lost 
his old philosophy, and grows ill-tempered 
and proscriptive day by day. He is now 
engaged in the contemptible work of with- 
drawing the advertising patronage of tle 
Administration from loyal journals, and giv- 
ing it to papers which opposed the war. If 
it were not a matter of dollars and cents, the 
whole country would cry out against this 
shameful conduct. In this city, Mr. Seward 
has just withdrawn his advertising from the: 
Chronicle, but continues to give it to the Jn- 
telligencer, which day after day assails Con- 
gress with infamous language. For in- 
stance, it stigmatizes the majorities in both.

WORKING BROOD MARES. 


Tae question is frequently asked with 
t anxiety, by those who have valuable 
whether it will injure them to work 
em -during the few last months of their 
of gestation? Such inquirers do not 
pear to even think that any injury will fol 
w if a brood mare is not worked. 
Our long experience in the yearly manage- 
ent of brood mares, and in rearing colts, 
arrants us in stating that it is not injurious 
work brood mares moderately, while it 
+ be attended with detrimental conse- 
uences, to both the mare and the foal, to 
ve such animals of the eminent advan- 
that will accrue trom the pertormance 
f moderate labor every day, if practicable, 
uring the last four or five months of gesta- 
Indeed, moderate labor 4s 
ndent importance in rearing colts, 
the maxim to “ work the dam and save 
e foal, or work her not and lose the whole” 
oth dam and foal—has become almost a 
ier with the largest proportion of our most 
horsemen, who rear one or more 
bolts every year. We have in mind a large 
umber of instances in which farmers owned 
Paeabie mares that were kept expressly for 
caring fine colts, all of which resulted in 
L cievons failures, simply because the mares 
vere kept too tenderly, fed too highly, and 
orked little or none at all during the latter 
months of the usual period of equine ges- 
ation. Our thoughts, reverting to the days 
bf boyhood, bring to mind in a most vivid 
and instructive manner the scores of beauti- 
colts that were reared, by those farmers 
ho bad no other team than brood mares, 
which were worked on the farm and driven 
pn the highway almost every day in the 
ear, none of which ever failed to bring 
orth their foals most successfully, and to 
valuable colts; while, on the contrary, 
» can remember of secing a greater num- 
of dead foals than living colts, and many 
mes the grievous loss of both dam and foal 
as sustained, simply because the mare did 
ot receive the benefit of moderate labor. 
Ve cannot recall a single instance in which 
foal was lost when the mare had been re- 
gired to labor moderately, almost every 
lay, even up to the time of foaling. 
A few facts touching this point are replete 
ith interest to those who rear colts. My 
ther had a valuable and beautiful mare, 
hich he kept for the especial purpose of 
ising colts. She was always fed well, and 
anaged very tenderly, by no one but his 
n careful hand. When there was a great 
of labor to be done on the farm, it must 
D undone, until some other horses could do 
as Nellie must not be permitted to work. 
he result was, that in most instances Nellie 
ould drop her foal prematurely, or it 
ould be lifeless when brought forth, or 
ould cease to breathe in a few hours after 
begaa to live. Discouraged at such fail- 
es, he proposed to sell Nellie, when we pur- 
ased her; and she constituted one of our 
bly span of mares for performing the larg- 
proportion of farm-labor ; which were 
»t, at the same time, as brood mares. 
Few were the days that this mare and her 
ate, both with foal, did not perform some 
ud of moderate, and sometimes severe, la- 
r; and the number of days when they re- 
ained idle, even during the last month of 
e period of gestation, were less than the 
undays of those -months. Those mares, 
ith foal, were worked on an endless-chain 
prse-power, hauled rails, stones, wood, 
igwed, and harrowed, up to the last day of 
station; and, notwithstanding all this ap- 
prenily rough usage, none of our mares ever 
unk, nor failed to raise good colts. Mod- 
ate labor, in this instance, appeared to be 
nh essential requisite to success.
